The Law Of Progress Is 


Reflected In Age-Old Science 
Of Surveying And Mapping 


The selence of surveying Is one of 
the oldest It tha world, extending 
back through the mists of antiquity to 
the carly days along the banks of the 
Nile and, for all we know, even farth- 
er, But, although truly venerable ‘t 
is not yet too old to adapt itrelf to 
modern ideig nor (oe appropriate 
whatever It may find of service. in 
the onward mareh of efvilization. 

The “gromma,” one of the imost 
ancient of esurveying instruments, 
used for angle measuring in the early 
Egyptian days, was constructed from 
the centre riba of datepalm Jeares 
bound together by lashings of date- 
palm fibre. From this crude begin- 
ning lt is a far step to some of the 
highly specialized and efficient instrt- 
ments in use today, in the evolution 
of which countless inventions and 
adaptations have been called wpon, 
inventions and adaptations that In 
their principles and application pre- 
tent a diversity about as wide as it is 
possible to conceive. 


The transit-theodolite, for Instance, 
the modern 
ment and the logical successor to the 
froma, has been gradually evolved 
talking one idea here, another there, 
unlit it has reached its present state. 
That this state is by no means per- 
feot as vet is evident from a recent 
tendency to effect in it further 
changes looking toward a lessening 
of weight , at the same time with an 
{nerease in compaetness, stability, 
and accuracy. 

The transit-iheodolite, however, al- 
though a very important instrument 
to the surveyor, is not his only in- 
strument, Many classes of surveylng 
may be carried on where this instru 


inent is cither not used at all or, if lt 


used, plays only a minor part. Indeed 
sometimes instruments are used in 
surveying that may not be generally 
thought of as survey instruments, 
One of these that might be mention- 
ed is the barometer. This instrument 
measures the pressure of the atmos: 
phere and is ordinarily thought of in 
connection wilh weather 
Lut differences of atmospleric pres- 
sure also occur with differenc-s of 
elevation, This principle is utilized 
to determine elevations of points 
nbove sea level, a matter of such vital 
information in topographic mapping. 
As another instance, shortly after 
Confederation, when the great areas 
of Western Canada began to be open- 
ed up, our country was confronted 
with the necessity of providing maps 
of the rugged greas of the Rocky 
mountains. Here the usual methods or 
mapping were impractical and expen- 
sive, and means had to 
vised. In casting about for these ihe 
camera selzed Upon and by the 
application of methods devised by the 
late Dr. E. G. Deville, surveyor-gen- 
eral of Canada, which in
